Record of Egg Production 
Tha Utah Experiment Slat loo haa 
aubmltted to the deportment of sgri 
culture a report, baaed upon nearly 
1.600 record* of alx flock* of jingle- 
comb White Leghorn bet*, ranging to 
age from one /ear to eeven year* and 
of common ancestry, practically un- 
e« looted aa to ogg product too but se¬ 
verely selected for vigor. From the 
report the average productive Ufe of 
thle strain of fowls ap»**ra at tbe 

S teent time to be about four yearn. 

• average Or*, year production of 
oil flock* was 114 egga. The average 
second year production wai exactly 
the game a* the flrat, whlk the aver¬ 
age of the third year was only ooe 
dozen leas. 

Tbe normal variation to flrat year 
flock averages of this strain of fowls 
la apparently between 100 and 160 
eggs, tbe second year between 106 and 
140, and the third year batween 100 
and ISO. arter that the average for 
all age* has been vary close to SO 
eggs per year. There appears fft be 
a fairly definite potential laying cap¬ 
acity for' a flock of this strain of 
fowls which Hod expression in tbe 
first three years Apparently nearly 
all of the longer lived htns of a flock 
sill lay over 600 eggs; the majority 
of them will lay ovor 600 or 700, while 
some Individual record* running from

teed Advice to Dairymen In Marfcet- 
• * Ing Cream and Butter 
When the fanner hi not too far 
away from tne town, selling whole 
Bilk or eweet cream to individual cus¬ 
tomer* or to hotels, restaurant*, etc., 
te generally the most profitable meth¬ 
od of marketing If these market* 
cannot be obtained and good express 
■entice can be secured, the shipping 
of cream to hotels, restaurant* or to 
• creamery la very profitable, for not 
only Is a good price received for the 
cream, but the skim milk Is retained 
aa the farm Even though the Tanner 
te a long way from the shopping sta¬ 
tion. If It le possible to interest enough 
•f hla neighbors ln dairy work, a 
cream route can be organised and the 
cream collected end shipped to the 
cteamery Bom* communities as far 
as fifteen miles from e shipping sta¬ 
tion have their cream collected and 
are selling cream to e .creamery. 
There Is an added advantage in sell¬ 
ing cream tn that tb* skim milk Is re¬ 
tained on the farm and can be used

Last week the peace talk that is ever 
and anon filtering through the pnew and 
other channels (mind its way into tin* 
Imperial House of ikjmmona and It fell 
to tiie lot of Unyd George. In tiie ab 
aence of Mr. Asquith, to answer a qnea 
(ion in regard to It. The qnevtion was 
as to whether unofficial exchanges of 
Views in regard to peace had been car 
ried on between Great Britain and Ger¬ 
many. 

The reply was a decided negative aud 
the minister it munitions stated that 
Mr Asquith's statement last September 
that Britain would not withold until the 
rights of small uwlinue bad been eetab- 
IMind still held good 

All this talk about peace trims moat 
have a commencement somewhere and 
to find its source la not uuiuieresting 
As one of the United Hiatus journals 
rvceutly pointed out, the source is to be 
found in Germany. After a careful 
follow! g up of tiie German uewspsperv 
there appeared, after the first outburst 
of national feeling, a disquiet lug spirit 
that was beginning to ask questions and 
demand answers. And tliia. the result 
of the trend of the war. Wheu the con¬ 
flict first startea the ,German people 
were led to believe that the war aaa to 
be sharp and sudden and that victory 
would la* theirs in a short wbi|». T) e 
plan of campaign revealed this, and 
wrhen the war k>rd« met out on their 
career they were of the opinion that all 
would have been over b> now. But is 
it? If we have not advanced, ueiihnr 
have tiie Germans. The same stalemate 
prevails for them aa it does for us, and 
ueilher side gains any advantage. The 
blockade, more rigorously euforced as 
the war has progressed, is reducing 
Germany to consider her economic puei- 
Uou very seriously. Hlie finds herself 
field by laud, aud ou sea she cannot 
move. The rvoeul move of the British 
to intercept the traffic between Germany 
and Mcandinavia by submarine has 
provtd effective, and donbdtws tne Ger¬ 
man people an beginning to realise that 
all is uot as was at. first explained. A 
certain uneasiness is creeping iu and 
peace talk tlierv undoubtedly is in Uer- 
many but is uik of a peace with honor, 
and how to gut that u her great iron ole. 
Germany's idea of peace with lionor la 
to retire iu tiie status quo, while that ol 
the Knteule group la that Germany 
aludl be so reduced that her menace 
eliall no longer disturb tin world. 


world aud the Kuipire. 
cuiustanees assume a alguificanoe Umt 
cannot be ovarliK>ked. Great Britain 
aud lier dominions at war. and Ceuad* 
with the largest jrop of her history. II 
seems iliat Providence this year lias pro¬ 
vided us with a gift or rather a trust 
which we cannot iguore. Tiie crop with 
its wealth is uot only for ua We do 
not perform all our duly by reaping rite 
ivtunie ami letting Unugs atay at that 
tile's ia something else widen is expect¬ 
ed of tu, a duty towanla our <*omm«in 
protaciion. In thb >ear of strife and 
bloodshed we shall be railed ii|iou b» 
make coiilribuUi lie to ih«* upkeep ofe*ar 
cause iu ons wty or anotiier. Some men 
are regarding a« their share the duty of 
enlbtiug and others are making gifts of 
one sort rod another What is oarduty? 
Here we have this magnificent crop 
bringing with if its millions or dollars to 
the couutry sod we have our Kuipire at 
war. Surely our duty is clear and ought 
we not to be>ble to see that that is per¬ 
haps why we have Been blemed this 
year in order that we may do our sin*re 
in contributing to our common riguts 
and freedom. The greater our poasibili- 
tlea the greater are our responsibilities 
iu Uns matter and none of ua can afford 
to i loae' jnr eyea to facia tliat are so 
patent.

There are powders that are sold 
under various trade names to be 
used by the housekeeper a., preserve 
tlvea The directions generally day 
to fUl the jars with fruit or vege 
tables, a« the case may be, cover with 
water, and add a teaspoon ful of the 
powder The eane of this' method le 
very attractive Other housekeepers 
Itkve been known to use salicylic acid 
and berk acid for the same purpose 
Indeed, a growing use of these preser 
vatlvee has been noted, which calls 
tor a warning. 

Though It Is true that these acids, 
either under a trade name or under 
their own may retard the decay o> 
the foot casneu. K is polntsd out 
by experts that their use msy be 
attended by serious disturbances of 
health. Derangement of digestion 
is one of the svlla resultant from such 
acids, and their *xt«nslve uae can 
lead to grave dangers. 

Artificial preservatives are not 
necessary; fruits and vegetables may 
be kept Indefinitely If sterilised by 
heat and properly sexied. There la. 
therefore, -no excuse for running the 
risk of endanger.ng health in the 
use of • preservatives which also en 
courage uneanitatkxi and care lose 
work in canning, as re llanos l§ then 
placed on the preserving compound 
rmther than on careful work.

The breeding of annonls to quMe 
similar to manufacturing; if we 
wanted aa excellent claps of goods, 
•a would not think of using poor 
material, but would use the best ob¬ 
tainable. The quality of the pro¬ 
duct 1 s governed by me quality of the 
material used, provided that all other 
things are equal- Therefore If the 
farmer wests good stock, he wHl 
have to use good sire* sad dams 
The indiscriminate breeding of ani¬ 
mals. without thougnt as to their 
strong or weak points, la what is 
kseping ths average standard of ths 
stock in thto country so low. 

It to believed by some people the 
high producers can be obtained from 
average cowe, but practically all the 
champion producers are tfie results 
of long sad careful selection. Occa¬

Suppose a breeder had selected 
some stock of good strains, and mat¬ 
ed those with the moet desirable 
points, at the same time eliminating 
those of undesirable qualities. If he 
kept this up for, aay, twenty-five 
years, and then took one rrom his 
own herd ano mated U with a suit¬ 
able one from another herd built up 
la the same way. would he not stand 
a much better chance of getting a 
first class animal than if he mated 
two scrub animals picked at random?

Noted American Geographer Points 

Out Notebie Features of fitafane- 
eon * Work 

Cyni* C. Adame, president of the 
Association of American Geographers, 
declared In a statement tost atefano- 
son ■ new land lies 100 miles to the 
north of Prince Patrick Isl-nd. and 
that the moot soothorly part of lb# 
land which tho explorer vtoited to con¬ 
siderably to the east of th* moet east¬ 
ward extension of Prince Patrick Is¬ 
land. 

Mr Adams said the moet northern 
pan of the new land, a* far as Sts- 
fan a son saw It, appears to be farther 
north than any other land In the 
great Parry Archipelago, u the mrth 
of the American continent. Mr. 
Adams expressed the opinion that the 
land d^covered by Stefansson rises 
irom the continental shelf in shallow 
waters that aueround the Parry Arc hi-1 
peisgo, and Chst its discovery shows 
tael this part of the Arctic Ocean 
to comparatively shallow. 

Mr. Adams also pointed out that i 
another notab.e achievement was 
Stofansson’s completion of the chart- 
in* of the northeast coast of Prince ! 
Patrick Island, 'mere was s stretch 
of some 60 miles of thto coast line 
which had not bedn covered m pre¬ 
vious survjys. but the gap ha* now 
been filled. 

Burt M. McConnell, secretary to 
Vlljhalmsr Stefansson, wuo sc com- 
panfod the explorer on the Karluk. 
and was with him on April 7, 1914, 
when Stefansson started into the un¬ 
explored north with hie two compan¬ 
ions. declared that he was sure he 
expedition's leader would win bto 
goal, and that he never loot hope of 
bearing from him. 

"The 01 p Slefansi on made over the 
ice to Bank* Island to the most won¬ 
derful In Arctic history."
